After Repeated Strug- 
gles, Prisoners Are Met 
by Police and Are Now 
Held Incommunicado. 


New Orleans, March 22.—Five men, 
Shackled hand and foot and guarded 
by’armed policemen, are under ar- 
rest here pending their transporta- 
tion. to New York, where they are 
wanted in connection with the Wall 
street bomb explosion of Septem- 
ber 16, which cost two-score lives 
and millions of dollars in damage 
to property in the heart of the fi- 
nancial section. 

The men call themselves Russian 
Poles and Germans. They have been 
sought throughout the United States 
and abroad by agents of the de- 
parment of justice, who finally lo- 
cated their quarry on board the 
U. S. shipping board steamer. City 
of Alton, then near Rio de Janeiro. 

Taken to that port in irons, they 
were transferred to the shipping 
board vessel Rushville, and brought 
to New Orleans. 

The men put up a terrific fight 
for liberty upon their arrest, but 
were finally overpowered and put 
into confinement by the ship's offi- 
cers. At Rio they were put in prison 
to @wait transportation to. New 
York. 

S. 8. Yoro Rejects, Men. 

Another bitter fight on the steams 
er Yoro, of the Munsen line, occurred 
when the men were transferred to 
that liner from the Rio prison, and 
not daring to accept the dangerous 
cargo, the steamer turned them 
back again to the consular officials, 
who slapped them into jail a second 
time. 

American Vice-Consul Thomas 
finally prevailed upon the Rush- 
ville, then loading coffee, to take the 
men BWboard. Seven policemen es- 
corted them, weighted down by 
handcuffs and chains, to the ~ves- 
gels, and remained on board until 
they had been safely confined. Mem- 
bers of the crew declared that dur- 
ing the trip to New Orleans the five 
were regarded as particularly dan- 
gerous, and a constant watch was 
maintained over their movements. 

4 Rashed to Jail. 

During the trip north, a quarrel 
Revie out among the prisoners, and 

he officers had difficulty in pre- 
*enting bloodshed. 

At New Orleans a strong force of 
police met the boat and dragged the 
men,.in darkness over the rail, rush- 
ing them to jail through a little 
group of curious bystanders who 
wondered what it was all about. 

Pamphlets, photographs, atlasses 
and maps, including one of the ca- 
nal zone, are said to have been 
found in the prisoners’ effects. 

Their names, as put down on the 
register of the Parish prison are: 
Philip Bender, alias “Chief” Baen- 
der; Lionel Kuobroozuff, Rudolph 
Dorsh, Hans Randin, and Henrix 
Lipan. They declared they had 
come from New York. One of them 
—Randin—is said to have lived in 
South street, New York, and is an 
oiler by occupation. 

RECORDS SHOW 
“REVOLUTION”. CHARGE. 

New York, March 22.—Shipping 
board records here show that the 
five men brought into New Urleans 
today on the steamer Rushville and 
alleged to be under investigation in 
connection with the Wall street ex- 
plosion, were charged with starting 
a “revolution” aboard the steamer 
City of Alton last February. The 
records contained no allegations 
that they had a hand in last Sep- 
tember’s disaster. 

According to ship ing board of- 
ficials, the quintet tried to crganize 
a “soviet” on the City of Alton when 
they sailed from here for South 
American ports last October. The 
uprising, alleged to have occurred 
in February, was put down by loyal 
members of the crew.

Grover Bergdoll 
Witness at Trial 
Of Two Americans 


Deserter Describes Attempt 
to Arrest Him in Ger- 
man Territory. 


Mosbach, Baden, March 22.—Gro- 
ver €. Bergdoll, deserter from the 
American army, took the stand to- 
day in the trial of Carl Neuf and 
Franz Zimmer, the two Americans 
who, with the aid of four Germans, 
attempted to arrest Bergdol] at 
Eberbach last January. Bergdo!l! 
testified that Zimmer leaned against 
the automobile and pointed a re- 
volver at him. Neuf, he further 
testified, aimed his revolver. at: him 
and fired, the first bullet hitting a 
young woman, Lina Butt, and the 
second entering one of the tires. 

Zimmer denied having drawn a 
weapon; he said if he had he would 
have fired. 

Neuf made a long statement, de- 
tailing the nature of his activities 
as a detective for the American 
military forces at Coblenz. He as- 
serted that he had succeeded, with 
the aid of German authorities, in 
apprehending numerous American 
deserters in various sections of 
Germany. He had been on Berg- 
doll's trail for a long time, and he 
said he had sought a German police 
vise for his American passport in 
order to avoid complications at 
Eberbach. He had sought to kid- 
nap the American slacker in order 
to forestall escape at Stuttgart, as 
Neuf believed that the German po- 
lice at Eberbach were disinclined to 
assist him, despite the fact that the 
police authorities at Coblenz had 
given him credentials which he un- 
derstood entitled him to operate in 
unoccupled parts of Germany. 

Two German police officials from 
Coblenz testified that the German 
authorities were frequently called 
on to co-operate with the American 
military authorities, and that Neuf 
had. often made. trips into unoccu- 
pied sections of Germany with their 
knowledge ard consent, in order to 
seize American fugitives from jus- 
tice. The German police officiais 
whe “worked with’ ’Néuf spoke in 
commerdatory terms of the Ameri- 
can detective. 

Six representatives of the Ameri- 
can forces in Cobenz are in attend- 
ance on the trial, for which thirty- 
five witnesses have been sum- 
moned. 


LEGION PROTESTS 


» BERGDOLL FREEDOM. 

Washington, March 22.—Request 
that the war department take 
“prompt and decisive” steps to se- 
cure the return from Germany of 
Grover C. Bergdoll, wealthy Phila- 
delphia draft dodger, is made by 
the American Legion’s national leg- 
islative committee in a letter to 
Secretary Weeks, made pubiic to- 
day by the committee. The letter, 
which was sent at the direction of 
National Commander Galbraith and 
the legion’s executive committee, 
also requests the new administra- 
tion to secure the release‘from a 
German jail of the two American 
army sergeants, Zimmer and Neuf, 
who were arrested when they at- 
tempted to capture Bergdoll on 
German soil. 

“The Bergdoll case as it now 
stands,” the letter says, “is a dis- 
oan to the government of the 
nited States and a cruel and un- 
deserved insult to the five  mfi-) 
lion men who served America in 
the world war. While Bergdoll, 
army deserter and criminal refugee, 
speeds at will over the roads of 
Germany in a high-powered auto- 
mobile, two young American boys 
are this very day on trial before 
a German court because, : single- 
handed and alone, they attempted 
to bring Bergdoll to the justice 
he so richly deserves.

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N APPEAL 10 U.S. 
TO RESUME TRADE 


Wireless Message to Lon- 
don From Moscow Pro- 
poses Sending of Delega- 
tion to Washington. 


REPORT UNCONFIRMED 
BY OFFICIALS HERE 


Appeal Said to Urge Ear- 
ly Negotiations and Says 
Wall Between Nations 
Should Go. 


London, March 22.—The Russian 
soviet government has appealed to 
President Harding and the Ameri- 
can government to resume trade re- 
lations with Russia, says a wireless 
message from Moscow today. 

The soviet government proposes to 
Send a delegation to the United 
States to negotiate a trade agree- 
ment, the message adds. The ap- 
peal, which is made by the all- 
Russian central executive commit- 
tee, suggests that negotiations be 
immediately for the re- 
sumption of trade. It asserts that 
there has been a long existing hope 
for friendly relations with “the 
great northern republic;” refers to 
the “hostility of the democratie ad- 
ministration; trusts that = pres- 
ent governinent will “appreciate 
the great advantages which would 
ensue to .both republics by the re- 
Sumption of trade relations,” and 
declares that it is to the interests 
of both nations to remove the wall 
which now separates the two coun- 
tries. " 

When many other states have 
concluded treaties with Russia, the 
Absence of nofmal relations with 
the United States, the appéal says, 
appears as a “strange phenom- 
enon.”

CONFIRMATION 
LACKING. 

Washington, March 22.—Official 
confirmation was lacking here to- 
night of information. contained in 
Moscow wireless advices received in 
Lofdon announcing that. the Rus- 
stan soviet government had appeal- 
ed to President Harding to resume 
trade relations with Russia. 

Responsible officials refrained 
from discussing the situation spe- 
cifically today, and \the most defi- 


nite indication of the administra- 
tion’s attitude on the question re- 
mained in the statement of Secreta- 
ry of Commerce Hoover yesterday 
denominating re8Sumption of trade 
With Rusisa as essentially a politi- 
cal instead of an economic question, 
and advancing the belief that any 
considerable trade with Russia at 
this time was physically impossible. 

The possibility of resuming trade 
relations with the soviet govern- 
}ment was not the subject of com- 
ment in white house circles today, 
and at the state department any out- 
ward signs of a possible change in 
policy toward the Russian govern- 
ment were lacking, although one 
responsible offiical intimated that 
the recent signings of the Great 
Britain-soviet trade agreement, and 
the conclusion of formal peace be- 
tween Poland and.soviet Russia nec- 
essarily were developments which 
should be taken into consideration, 
in considering the Russian situation 
in the future. 

Officials professed to know noth- 
ing of the possibility of a delegation 
coming here from the soviet gov- 
ernment to negotiate a trade agree- 
ment. 


GEORGE DEFENDS 
TRADE TREATY. 

London, March 22.—(By the Asso- 
cisted Press.)—Defending the SPN- 
ernment’s trade agreement with 
Russia, Premier Lloyd-George de- 
clared in the*‘house of commons to- 
dav that a complete change was 
evident in the attitude of the bol- 
shevik government toward what is 
called capitalism. 

“Indeed,” he said. “some of 
Lenine’s speeches might very well 
have been deliveted by Mr. Church'll 
himself.” 

The Russian soviet pfemier was 
beginning to realize that trade was 
essential: that locomotives cannot be 
patched up with theories. and. th:t 
the original soviet theories are un- 
workable. said Mr. Lloyvd-George. 

The agreement. he continued. was 
purelv a trade agreement recogniz- 
ine the de facto government of 
Russia, not a treatv of peace. Claims 
against Russia with respect to loans 
or for iniuries to nationals had been 
reserved for discussion. when there 
would be a general settlement. In 
the meartime all claims were amplv 
safeguarded. 

He ridiculed the idea that the 
trading community was opposed to 
agreement and asserted that eve'v 
Prediction about bolshevism com'ng 
to an end had failed of realization. 
The bolshevists were in as comp'‘ete 
cantrol in vast Russia as anv gov- 
ernment could be under present cir- 
cumstances.

LABOR SPY SYSTEM! 
CHARGED 10 ROAD 


Atterbury Admits Main- 
tenance of Such Organ- 
ization on. Pennsylvania 
in Debate With Walsh. 


Chicago, March 22.—Charges that 
the Pennsylvania railroad was fight- 
ing for the open shop and that the 
road maintained a spy system be- 
fore the war, were the subjects of 
a heated, all-day discussion before 
the, railroad labor board today: 

Brigadier-Genéral W. W. Atter- 
bury, vice president of the Penn- 
sylvania, charged the unions with 
attempting to force the closed shop, 
and Frank P. Walsh, labor attorney, 
‘retaliated with declarations that the 
Penfisylvania had maintained sples 
and arsenals to take care of labor 
troubles. 

‘The whole day’s testimony re- 
volved about Gener Atterbury’s 
stand that he could negotiate agree- 
ments with his own employees but 
that no just and reasonable agree- 
ments applicable to the entire coun- 
try could be written by anybody. 
He also maintained the right of the 
minority to a voice and charged the 
unions with aSsuming to represent 
all employees and using coercion in 
attempting to make them join the 
union. Attorney Walsh opened his 
charges of a spy system on the 
Pennsylvania with a statement that 
$800,000 had been spent in 1914 on 
the ~road’s potice system. General 
Atterbury explained that this 
amount covered all protective meas- 
ures, such as crossing watchmen 
and similar employees, Under 
questioning, however, he admitted 
that the road did maintain a spy 
system but “declared he could not 
say how much had been spent on 
that department. 

“Little Arsenals.” 

When Mr. Walsh asked the wit- 
ness if the road did not have “little 
arsenals at various points where 
you kept guns and revolvers,”’ 
Chairman R. M. Barton halted the 
examination on the ground that it 
was getting away from the inquiry 
ordered by the board. Several! 
board members joined in the subse- 
quent discussion, but O. A. Whar- 
ton, labor member, finally insisted 
that the examination continue. 

Mr. Walsh then explained that the 
rule on discrimination against any 
employee because of union affilia- 
tion was the “most important rule 
that there is.” His questions, he 
said, were intended to show that'a 
situation might arise and had arisen 
on the Pennsylvania where disputes 
between employees and the road 
could not be settled despite Gener- 
al Atterbury’s statement that al! 


the men on the road had grown up 
together.” 


Reads Union Bulletin. 


General Atterbury introduced a 
unfon bulletin which*informed shop 
craft employees that there would be 
“no monger | provisions for, or po- 
sitions. provided for * * * any. other 
than employees and members'of the 
organizations affiliated with. the 
railway employees’ department” of 
the American Federation of Labor. 
This bulletin was a direct attempt. 
General Atterbury asserted, to 
force non-union men to join the 
union under fear of losing their 
seniority rights. 

A closed shop, either union or 
non-union, was denounced by the 
general, who said a worker should 
have the right, to be or not to be 
a union man, 

Allegations agfainst the Pennsyl- 
vania were in turn brought up by 
Mr. Walsh, who read a copy of a 
letter purported to have been writ- 
ten by I. W. Geer, general manager 
of the St. Louis-Columbus division 
of the Pennsylvania, in which su- 
pervisory employees were ordered 
“even to: defamation of all fabor 
organizatigns if necessary” to ob- 
tain certain information. The let- 
ter asked officials to inquire into 
the attitude of employees regard- 
ing proposed wage reductions“anad 
was dated March 10, 1921. General 
Atterbury declared he had never 
heard of the letter, and after call- 
ing Mr. Geer in St. Louis by long 
distance telephone, announced that 
Mr. Geer denied he had written such 
a letter and declared no such let- 
ter had been written with his 
authority. The matter would be 
investigated at once, Genera! Atter- 
bury said.

LETTERS. 


“T have known of the existence 
of the letter since it was first 
circulated from the police depart- 
ment through channels seeking with 
desperation to block the progress of 
this investigation. I knew its cogp- 
tents, and knew the men who were 
using it, secretly,  designedly, 
adroitly and with sinister motives 
as a “whispered scandal’ in order

Alleged Message From 
Woodward Assails Solic- 
itor, _Ewing and Other 
Prominent Atlantans. 


SUBPOENA IS ISSUED 
FOR MRS. WOODWARD 


Copies of Letter Were 
Furnished by Her to 
Chief James L. Beavers 
and to Dr. C. B. Wilmer. 


The investigation of Atlanta's 
million-dollar bunco syndicate, 
which has operated in this city for 
three years without mofestation, 
took a new and sensational angle 
yesterday, when  Solictior-General 
John A. Boykin forced the produc: 
tion before the grand jury of a 
letter alleged to have been written 
by Floyd Woodward, reputed leader 
of the con men, fugitive, and under 
indictment for murder, in whicbd 
Mr., Boykin is charged with protect- 
ing the gang in its work here. 

The first step came when he per- 
emptorily summoned the heads of 
the police and detective department, 
in one of Whose hands the letter 
had been held for four weeks, in 
order to obtain possession of the 
letters so that the grand jury might 
pass wpon the charges contained. 

Following the submission of this 
paper, the solicitor gave out one of 
the most scorohing replies to its 
charges ever known in the history 
of Atlanta. He branded its allega- 
tions as lies out of the whole cloth, 
and declared that a “frameup’ was 
being attempted by conspirators 
whom he had accused, and who were 
seking to cover their own deeds. 
MRS. WOODWARD 
SUBPOENAED. 

The letter was said to have been 
furnished to Chief of Police Beavers 
by Mrs. Floyd. Woodward, and «a 
subpoena was at once issued by the 
solicitor for her appearance before 
the grand jury, but. all efforts to 
locate her and bring her before that 
body for a statement Tuesday were 
in vain. The search for the wife 
of Woodward will be continued. 

The complete statement of the so- 
licitor, denouncing the charges as 
infamous lies, and attacking those 
responsible for them, appears in full 
in another column of The Constitu- 
tion this morning. 

The existence of the letter pur- 
perted to have beén signed by Wood- 
ward, in which he went into vari- 
ous details connected with the oper- 
ations of the organization of crim- 
}inals, and in which he charged the 
solicitor general with corruption, 
and at the same time defended the 
police department, has been known 
of for fully three weeks and has 
been used, according to charges of 
the ‘solicitor, as a®secret weapon of 
slander directed at the solicitor in 
order to undermine his activities in 
getting to the “men higher up.” 

The letter, covering many type- 
written pages and going also into 
matters allegéd to have been of 
court secrecy between the detective 
department and the prosecutor's of- 
fice, looking to the arrest and prose- 
cution of criminals, was dated Feb- 
rary 17, without reference, how- 
ever, to the location of the writer, 
who @ a fugitive from justice.

I assume that no 
member of the commission would 
have volunteered for a service en- 
tailing such responsibility. We have 
been appointed, or drafted, I might 
say, not only by his honor, the may- 
or, but by practically the whole peo- 
ple of Atlanta, to administer a trust 
involving the expendityre of a colos- 
sal sum of money. To my mind, 
no body of men and women has ever 
been more signally honored or ac- 
corded a higher vote of confidence. 

“I am sure I voice the sentiment 
of every member of the commission 
when I pledge to the people of At- 
lanta the best that is in us in car- 
rying forward the work to a suc- 
cessful conclusion, and to show them 
that their confidence was not mis- 
placed. Let us see that every dol- 
lar of ths money is spent for the 
various uses for which it was au- 
thorized. There is to be no remun- 
eration, no expense of campaign, nor 
overhead of any kind whatever.

Ladies and gentlemen, we enter 
upon our duties with a full sense of 
the responsibility, time and labor it 
involves. While we shall naturally 
meet with many difficulties and 
trials it is well to remember that no 
great urdertaking for the general 
gocd of a commuhity has ever been 
accomplished without strenuous op- 
position from some source, accom- 
panied by the usual amount of criti- 
cism and abuse.

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BOYKIN TO SPEAK 
TO LABOR TONIGHT 


Further. Revelations Re- 
garding Workings of 
Bunco Ring in Atlanta 
Will Be Presented. 


Further revelations regarding the 
bunco ring will be made tonight by 
Solicitor-General John A. Boykin, in 
a public address at the Atlanta La- 
bor Temple at 7:30 oclock. He will 
speak as the guest of the Atlanta 
Federation of Trades, 

Solicitor Boykin said emphatically 
that he was only starting in his dis- 
closures, and that more startling 
Oues than those already made by 
him could be expected. It is antici- 
pated that his meeting tonight will 
be the occasion for further charges. 
While the audience will probably 
consist largely of labor men, the 
public is invited to attend. Walter 
C. Caraway, president of the Atlanta 
central labor body, will introduce 
Mr. Boykin. 

Shortly after Mr. Boykin made his 
sensational address to the chamber 
of commerce forum meeting, Mr. 
Caraway asked him to appear before 
the delegates of the Atlanta Federa- 
tion of Trades and tell the story of 
Atlanta’s gambling ring to the mem- 
bers of the organized labor move- 
ment. 

Letter From Caraway. 

The letter asking him to appear 
before the federation of trades de- 
clared that the members of the va- 
rious labor bodies in Atlanta are 
more vitally concerned in the work 
being done by the solicitor, perhaps, 
than any other element of society. 
President Caraway wishes, accord- 
ing to his letter, to have the or- 
ganized labor people understand 
just what the situation is, and de- 
clares his belief that when they 
fully understand the work he is do- 
ing the union people of the city 
will co-operate with the court offi- 
cial. 


The solicitor is expected to am- 
plify the many sensational things 
he has told the chamber of com- 
merce, to the women of the city, and, 
through the press of Atianta. ' 

This address will be delivered at 
the regular bi-monthly meeting of 
the Atlanta Federation of Trades, 
and it is considered likely that some 
official action will be taken upon 
the matter. 

The solicitor will speak Thursday 
afternoon, at 12:30 o’clock, at the 
weekly luncheon of the Atlanta Ad- 
vertising club, in the breakfast 
room of the Kimball house, as the 
invited guest of the club. The club, 
according to Charles V. Hohenstelin, 
secretary and treasurer, invited him 
to speak because it desires to do 
its share in maintaining the repu- 
tation of Atlanta among outside 
cities, and feels called on to hear 
his charges. It takes no political 
interest in the controversy, he ex- 
plained, but is acting in behalf of 
law, order and decency.

THOMAS TO ASK 
HABEAS CORPUS 


Tragedy Charged by His 
Attorney to Same Order 
Responsible for Death of 
Cecil Hotel Porter. 


With the grand jury failing 
Tuesday to consider the case of J. 
Cc. Thomas, who is held in connec- 
tion with the killing of Fred G. 
Thompson in the woods near Lake- 
wood park the night of Mareh 11, 


J. H. Leavitt, counsel for the de- 
fendant, announced last night that 
he would file a writ of habeas cor- 
pus today in an effort to free his 
client, while Solicitor John A. Boy- 
kin declared the state will oppose 
such a move. 

The case was scheduled to be con- 
sidered by the grand jury Tuesday, 
but on account of other business 
was delayed, and will be brougnt up 
Friday for attention. Thomas has 
been held in the Fulton county 
tower on a charge of murder since 
he admitted slashing Thompson to 
death, claiming the victim attacked 
him. 

Linked With Cecil Case. 
In discussing the latest develop- 


ments in the case, Attorney Leavitt 
stated that he had obtained evi- 
dence which may lead to the dis- 
closure that a negro porter of the 
Cecil hotel, who was mysteriously 
slain last fall, was a victim of a 
secret order. The bell boy disap- 
peared one night in the ‘company 
of three men, who said they were 
officers. The next morning his body 
was found on Brown’s Mill road. 

The only difference in the two 
eases, said Mr. Leavitt, was that 
Thomas turned the tables cn his 
“committee.” while the negro ‘was 
killed by the other. 

Another development in the case 
Tuesday was the publication of a 
letter received from the “Eyes of 
the Unknown” by an Atlanta man. 
The letter was written on the same 
typewriter identical to the one used 
in writing the letters received by 
Thomas. The letter, in part, fol- 
lows: 

Letter Sent Atlantan. 

“Now there is a body -.f more 
than a thousand real white men in 
Atlanta who are watching just sucn 
cases as this and handling such 
cases in more ways than one.” 

The letter then warned him to 
apologize to tne young lady. Un- 
less he did apologize, said the let- 
ter 

#6 We are going to give you 
the medicine which we think you 
deserve. And if you intcnd to stay 
in Atlanta or around here this will 
have to be done. And furthermore, 
if we ever hear of any more re- 
marks such as this coming from 
you, may God help you, for we 
won't,’ 

The letter concluded as fo'lows, 
the language and punctuation being 
identical in many respects with the 
letters received by Thomas.

Again, how would Woodward 
know what transpired in the priva- 
cy of the solicitor general’s office 
“in the *presence of the officers,” 
assuming that there was any truth 
in the statement, unless either Boy- 
kin or one of “the officers” told 
him? 

Is that COLLUSION, by Wood- 
ward’s own confession? 

And thus it is throughout the 
whole 40-page attempt to frame 
up the solicitor that men in open 
and flagrant collusion with crime 
may escape and that the work of 
the solicitor may be undermined, and 
his efforts—courageous and relent- 
less—to bring this’ gang of crim- 
inals and their allies of the city 
administration to Justice. 


Here is a man wanted for mur- 
der and for the most heinous crimes 
of the gambler’s profession—the 
leader of the largest and most au- 
dacious body of criminals ever or- 
ganized in America.

To get rid of him; to 
crush his campaign against vice; to 
destroy confidence in him; to mud- 
dy the waters that “higher ups” 
may escap and who has that let- 
ter? The police d€partment! The 
very men who are charged with 
the responsibility of bringing this 
master criminal to justice. How 
has the letter, disgorged only 
by the mandate of the _ solic- 
itor, been used? To try to 
“locate” the writer, who is, want- 
ed not only for swindling, fut for 
murder? Not on your, life! But it 
is used secretly, in ways that are 
dark and dubious, to shut off the 
prosecution of crime in Atlanta by 
ri gr i to the ground the prosecu- 
or! 

What happened when the two 
chiefs of the police department were 
subpoenaed to appear before the 
grand jury and bring the letter?

‘IT called upon Chief Beavers and

Who wrote this letter, and where 
was Floyd Weedward, if he wrete 
it, When he wrete it? . 

The letter bears the date of Feb- 
It was turned over 
the police department by “Mrs. 
Floyd Woodward,” it is alleged, 
three or four days later. 

Was Woodward in Atlanta? 

It may be interesting to know 
that at this exact time Solicitor 
—*h.fowy | had first-word evidence that 
WoodWard was in Atlanta at the 
time, a reputable man who person- 
ally knew Woodward well volun- 
tarily having gone to the solicitor 
and reported that he personally saw 
“‘Woodward enter his home.”

Detectives Sturdi- 
vant and Campbell report to me 
that, after a thorough investi- 
gation throughout the city and 
a thorough search of his wife's 
home, aad eviuence secured, 
they are certain that Floyd 
Woodward is not only out of the 
city but they are positive that 
he is out of the United States. 
Hoping this is satisfactory to 
you, I remain, respectfully, 

L. POOLE, 
Chief Detective.

RUSSIA’S CONDITION 
IS EXAGGERATED, 
DECLARES LIPSHITZ 


Russia is a safer and more com- 
fortable country than is generally 


believed, according to B. 8. Lipshitz, 


of 452 Capitol avenue, who return- 
ed Sunday from nearly a year’s visit 
to Latvia, a section of the Russian 
Ukraine.

Hughes told the court that he

When Hughes finished his testi- 
mony against the defendants in al- 
Phabetica! sarder, there were only 
two whom he had neglected to men- 
tion as persons with whom he said 
he had transactions over § stolen 
goods. 

Hughes admitted on cross-exam- 
inatiom&{ that he sold stolen goods 
to defendants after he had become 
a special agent for the express 
company in order to “spot” the jen 
for the company. 

The admission came in answer to 
a question from Attorney Wallace 
Miller, who took up the cross-ex- 
amination for the defense when the 
witness was turned over to him by 
Assistant United States District At- 
torney Clem Powers, the witness 
having completed his testimony as 
to hjs alleged transactions with 
the 5ledefendants.

THE CRIME OF HAVING BUNIONS 
To acquire a bunion is rather a 
misfortune due to ignorance and 
slavery to convention. To have a 
bunion is a miscalculation in per- 
sonal economy. Any one who suf- 
fers occasional disability from a 
bunion is to be pitied—for his ig- 
norance. But he who permits such 
a wren to become a source of per- 
manent annoyance deserves no pity; 
he should be punished for wilfully 
nursing a handican - 

In the feminine sex bunions are 
perennial. But they come and go in 
waves in the masculine sex. Twenty 
years ago there were plenty of 
bunions limping around: then for 
a few years new cases became no- 
ticeably less frequent; in the past 
few years men have again vied with 
women in distorting the feet—with 
those long narrow pointed lasts— 
and the bunion market has séen an- 
other rise. But women go on pinch- 
ing the feet forever. It takes a wo- 
man with considerable brain power 
and character, if not good looks, to 
wear in public shoes which do not 
distort her feet. 

A bunion is in the foot, not on it. 
There is no possible way to take 
off or remove a bunion. save by sur- 
geory. Bunion consists of an en- 
largement of the ends of the bones 
forming the great toe joint, with 
partial dislocation of the joint and 
a distortion in which the great toe 
is bent outward. This is all caused 
by .shoes which constrict the for- 
ward part of the foot and force the 
great toe outward away from the 
straight line of the inner border of 
the sole. 

Nowadays the shoemakers are 
taking vengeance upon little girls. 
It is difficult for parents of girls 


‘| from 8 to 16 years of age to find 


safe shoes to put on children of 


that age. Shoes made to give the 
feet a fair chance may be had in 
every town and hamlet. It is like 
buying crude brown sugar—a bet- 
ter food than refined white—or un- 
polished (red or brown) rice; the 
dealer who hasn't the goods likes 
to pretend you are a little “nutty,” 
oF he has “no call” for such things.

BY HYGIENE SOCIETY 


Prevention of Insanity Dis- 
cussed at Meeting Called 
by Governor Dorsey. 


One of the most important steps 
in recent years affecting the physi- 
cal well-being of the state at large 
was taken Tuesday afternoon when 
Governor Dorsey called a meeting at 
the senate chamber of the capital of 
the Mental Hygiene society of At- 
lanta, of which he is president, for 
the purpose of reorganization and 
discussion of plans to be followed 
during the coming year. A number 
of interesting reports dealing with 
the necessity and purpose of the so- 
clety were read. 

A meeting will be held Saturday 
morning at 11 o’clock in Governor 
Dorsey's offices, at which time the 
society will be addressed by Dr. 
Frankwood E. Williams, of New 
York City, assistant medical director 
of the national Mental Hygiene 


society. 
Plans of Society. 


Plans of the society include the 
enactment of legislation tending to 
the prevention of marriage among 
people of unsound minds, the treat- 
ment of incipient insanity found in 
children, and the establishment of 
proper clinics and Institutions for 
the examination and treatment of 
patients. 

It was explained that insanity is 
merely a disease of the brain, and 
might be treated successfully in 
the large number of cases if correct 
methods were employed in the be- 
ginning. 

The importarice of education and 
treatment of patients in the early 
stages of the disease was brought 
out by Dr. N. M. Owensby, secre- 
tary of the society, who stated that 
the number of inmates of jails and 
insane asylums would be greatly 
reduced by a careful supervision of 
children. 

Have Formed Clinic. 

Medical men of the city interested 
in the work of the organization 
have already formed a clinic for 
the. examination and treatment of 
moment patients, and valuable work 
is said to haVe been done at the 
institution. The clinic is located 
at 23 East Cain street, and receives 
patients from 3 to 4 o'clock Tues- 
day and Friday afternoons. The 
institution is strictly humanitarian 
and makes no charges for its serv- 


ice. 

Officials of the society declared 
that the present laws of Georgia 
dealing with and prescribing treat- 
ment for mental deficient people 
were the most inadequate of any 
state in the country, explaining 
that no material classification of 
patients is made, and without pro- 
vision for handling incipient cases. 

The society has instigated plans 
for a wide-spread membership cam- 
paign for the purpose of bringing 
the importance of the movement -be- 
fore the public more fully.

DENES CHARGES MADE 
BY SHERIFF HIXSON 


Coroner Veazey Issues State- 
ment on Greene County 
Poison Case. 


The Constitution is in receipt of 
a communication from Coroner J 
A. Veazey, of Greene county, in 
Which he denies the charges made 
by Sheriff Hixson at the first «om- 
mitment trial of the three defend- 
ants in the Williams poison case 
held in Greensboro March 12 to the 
effect that the coroner had “got ma! 
because the trial was being rushed 
and had left town,” with a report 
of Dr. Edgar F.- Everhart, of At- 
lanta, 

It was near the close of the first 
trial, which resulted in Bennie Wil- 
laims being released of any con- 
nection with the poisoning of his 
father, that Sheriff Hixson inter- 
rupted .proceedings to make the 
charge that Coroner Veazey had be- 
come enraged over the trial being 
held so early and had left the city 
with the report concerning the find- 
ing of poison in Williams viscera 
by the Atlanta chemist. 

Denies the Charge. 

Coroner Veazey, in his letter, 
stated that this “was not the case 
as I did not get mad, nor did I quit 
the city.” He said that Sheriff 
Hixson sent for him and he went 
to the courthouse about 12 o'clock 
March 12. 

“On my arrival, the sheriff said 
he was going to have a commit- 
ment trial and turn the prisoners 
out of jail,” the communication 
continued. “My reply was that he 
céuld not call a trial court, he- 
cause there had been no counsel 
employed to represent the state: 
that only a letter had been received 
from Dr. Everhart’ containing a 
mere statement of the cause of the 
death in the Williams case, and that 
it was necessary for Dr. Everhart 
to make a personal statement 
the jury. 

Returns to Courthouse. 

“To this the sheriff replied that 
he would have a trial without Dr. 
Everhart’s testimony. My reply was: 
If you can do this—sai{) in.’ y terme 
ed away and went to my house, 
but returned to the courthouse 
again about 2 o’clock. The satate- 
ment,” the letter continued, “that 
I carried away the papers may best 
be explained that the law provides 
that such papers must be turned 
Over to the superior court of the 
county in which the deed is com- 
mitted, and not to the sheriff. 

“I trust the statement is plain 
enough to disabuse such criticism 
as may arise that I was trying to 
shirk my office duty and fleeing 
from the law. The charge is un- 
just to me and the citizenship of 
my town and county, who have 
known my standard of veracity and 
conservatism for half a century. !

COTTON SITUATION 


Facing Serious Time in 
South, Says Speaker at 
Macon, If Crop Is Not 


3 Cut in Half. 


Macon, Ga., March 22-—-W. 8B. 
Thompson, of New Ofrieans, told 
members of the Georgia tankers 
association and the Country Bank- 


ers’ association here tonight that 
“with more than 8,000,000 bales of 
cotton to carry over from this year 
to next, cotton next year will be 
priced at far less than cost unless 
the c°tton crop is curtailed this 
season by at least one-half.” 

Three hundred bankers from alli 
parts of Georgia were in attendance 
at the banquet tonight, the opening 
session of the joint convention of 
the two banking associations. There 
were representatives of a number of 
big northern banking houses in at- 
tendance to obtain a “close-up of 
the.cotton situation.” United States 
Senator William J. Harris made an 
informal address. 

Mr. Thompson said that the new 
administration bids fair to stage a 
business revival, and that a note ofr 
business confidence has been sound- 
ed for the future. 

“It is not necessary to emphasize 
the gravity of the situation which 
the south faces,” said Mr. ‘rThomp- 
son. “We have made entirely too 
much cotton, more ,.than the worid 
can consume for some time. With 
anything like a normal crop this 
year all cotton will have to be sdc- 
rificed. If a half crop is made this 
year that crop will bring more 
money than the full crop would. 
We must stop garbling and put 
cotton production on ai business 
basis. Cut production in half and 
in two years cotton will be on a 
sound basis.”’ 


CARDINAL GIBBONS’ 
CONDITION WORSE, 
SAY PHYSICIANS 


Baltimore, Md., March 22.—Physi- 
clans attending Cardinal Gibbons 
announeéeed tonight that his illness 
had taken an unfavorable turn. 
They said, however, they believed 
there was no immediate danger, but 
they made it plain that they were 
not encouraged by his symptoms. 

Monsignor John Bonzano, the 
apostolic @elegate at Washington, 


visited the cardinal this afternon. 
The unfavorable change in the 
cardinal’s condition occurred last 
Sunday night, when his heart action 
became weaker and his temperature 
lowered to a serious degree. Jt was 
hoped that the bad turn would prove 
to be only temporary, and no an- 
nouncement of his condition was 
made until this evening, for fear of 
alarming his friends unnecessarily. 
As no marked improvement has 
been shown in the last 24 hours, 
however, it was decided by Bishop 
O. B. Corrigan, vicar general of the 
diocese, that it would be well to let 
the friends of the cardinal know the 
unfavorable state of affairs. 
Cardinal Gibbons, who is in his 
eighty-seventh year, suffered a 
physical breakdown last fall, due 
to too close application to diocesan 
affairs and. in December, went to 
the home of friends in Carroll coun- 
ty for a rest. He was taken seri- 
ously ill while there, and on two 
occasions his life was despaired of, 
but his naturally strong constitu- 


tion prevailed and he was able to 


return to his home here. about the 
first of January. From that time 
until the present, he seemed to im- 
prove in health. There was no re- 
currence of the attacks of the heart 
weakness which he suffered in the 
country and, after a few weeks in 
bed, he was able to take almost 
daily automobile rides. These con- 
tinued on nearly every pleasant day 
until last Sunday. He also was able 
to walk about the house, but spent 
the greater part of the time indoors 
in a wheel chair, or lying on a couch 
in his study. 


GREEKS ABANDON 
TURK OFFENSIVE 
IN ASIA MINOR 


Paris, March 22.—The new Greek 
offensive against the Turks in Asia 
Minor, which was planned for ‘the 
end of March, has been abandoned, 
at least for the present, according 
to dispatches received by the French 
foreign office today. 

Instructions to the Greek army, 
which it is believed called for an 
advance during the last days of 
this month, have been cancelled, the 
advices say, although Greek troops 
continued to debark in Smyrna. 

In French official circles the 
change in the Greek plans is be- 
lieved to be due to the attitude of 
strong disapproval taken by Eng- 
land and France, and also by the 
fact that the projected offensive 
probably would not develop the suc- 
cess desired.

Large crowds continue to be at- 
tracted by the meetings of the 20th 
annual Bible conference, now enter- 
ing on the fourth day of its ten-day 
session at the Baptist Tabernacle. 

Dr. Campbell Morgan, following 
his schedule of the week, delivered 
the third of his series of lectures 
Tuesday night on “The Mind af Our 
Lord as It Was Revealed During the 
Last Week,” taking, as his theme 
“The Doom of the Nation. 

Other lectures during the day 
were made by Dr. Jasper C. Massee, 
pastor of the Baptist Temple at 
Brooklyn, N. Y., who arrived in the 
city Tuesday morning to take part 
in the conference, and Dr. Brough- 
ton and Dr. Dixon. The 2 o'clock 
service of Dr. Massee, which is the 
first address he has made before 
the conference, was taken from the 
first epistle of John, in which he 
explained the meaning and purpose 
of the epistle as being to give in- 
struction as to the conduct of Chris- 
tianity in human society. The 3 
o'clock service of Dr. Dixon was de- 
voted to “The Victory of God.” 


Broughton’s Sermon. 


Dealing with the _ rationalistic 
spirit that existed before the war, 
Dr. Broughton, in his sermon Tues- 
day morning on prayer, said: 

“This spirit,” he said, “saturated 
many of our colleges and universi- 
ties. It was a subtle sort of thing, 
ard made inroads on us before we 
realized it. Many men and women 
t> whom we looked for leadership 
were bent on correcting what they 
called our antiquated and supersti- 
tious religion and keying it to the 
rationalism taught by the German 
P universities. 

“When the war came we began 
thinking that peace would put an 
end to such rationalism and would 
mean blessedness for the world. But 
the millenium can never come out of 
war. The instruments of war, in the 
last analysis, are manufactured in 
hall. Today, every country in the 
world is in worse condition than it 


was before the war, and in my opin- 
icr it will be fifty years before we 
get back to where we were. 

“We are now relying upon organ- 
ized church machinery to accomplish 
the work that the church needs to 
do. The pastor of the average city 
church is today literally swamped 
by machinery. If I went to all the 
meetings I’m invited to, I wouldn't 
have time ¢o say my prayers. rd 
have to pray on the trot. 

“But I’m not criticising this ma- 
chinery. It is good. The troubie is 
that it lacks the essential success 
—it lacks prayer. That is what the 
world lacks today. Do you realize 
that Moses brought the children of 
Israel out of the most cruel bondage 
in the history of the world without 
the lifting of a hand? How did that 
come about? Moses prayed to God, 
and God directed him, ‘Go to Pha- 
raoh.” Again and again Moses 
obeyed this injunction, and then 
finally God said: ‘I will go to Pha- 
raoh,’ and the children of israel 
were set free.’’

Morgan, his morning sermons have 
heen changed from 9:30 to 11 o’clock 
and he will also speak at the 7:30 
evening hour throughout the con- 
ference. Dr. Broughton will con- 
tinue to speak each morning at 10 
o'clock, as will Dr. Dixon at 3 
o’clock in the afternoon, with Dr. 
Massee at 2 o'clock. 

Dr. Morgan has announced that 
his evening sermons for the rest of 
the week will be: Wednesday, 
“Forecast of the Coming Age,” from 
Matthew 24 and 25: Thursday, “Mys- 
tery of the Church,” from John 13 
to 17, and Friday, “Seven Words 
Irom the Cross.”

PLEBISCITE VICTORY 
CLAIMEB’BY POLAND 


Legation Reports Majority in 
Nine Out of Sixteen Dis- 
tricts Disputed. 


Washington, March 22.—A ‘ma- 
jority of the districts of Upper 
Silesia were carried by Poland in 
the recent plebiscite, the Polish le- 
gation here announced tonight upon 
receipt of official advices from its 
foreign office at Warsaw. Of a 
total of 16 districts in the province, 
Poland has definitely carried nine, 
all of which are in the rich coal 
and industrial section, it was added. 

Returns upon which the foreign 
office statement was based, the lega- 
tion said, were not complete but 
were conclusive and showed that 
Poland had gained majorities in 462 
communes and Germany in only 92 
No advices were received concern- 
ing the results In the other dis- 
tricts, 

The districts claimed by the 
Polish llegation in its statement 
are: Pless, Rybnik, Sprehlitz, 
Gleiwtiz, Tarnowitz, Hindenburg, 
Beuthen, Makowitz and Koenig- 
shuette. The result of the’ plebis- 
cite will be determined, the lega- 
tion said, not by a majority of the 
gweneral vote cast but by commune 
majorities, 

“The interdllied mission,” the 
message from the foreign office 
said, “‘will present to the supreme 
council (of the league of nations) 
the plan for the division of Upper 
Silesia on the basis of the commune 
vote, in taking into consideration 
the geographical and economical 
situation of each locaNty.’’

SAYS CLEAN-UP EFFORT 
FOR 1914 MET FAILURE 


Action tending toward the “oblit- 
eration of graft and rascality”’ in 
the city police department was tak- 
en in 1914, through charges pre- 
sented to the board of police com- 
missioners, according to S. C Crane, 
who was the chief complainant at 
that time for Atlanta attorneys 
who were attempting to effect a 
clean-up, says Mr. Crane’s letter to 
The Constitution. 

“To these charges the _ police 
board as then constituted,’’ he says, 
“turned their backs to’the wall and 
spurned t efforts that the attor- 
neys were supporting as embraced 
in a copy of charges made and At- 
lanta then proceeded to .JIrift in the 
old channel of corruption, graft 
and rascality.’’ 

A petition, according to Mr. Crane, 
signed by 150 Atlanta lawyers, was 
presented, asking that changes be 
made in the conduct of the police 
court and the handling of prisoners. 

“In 1914,” continued the latter, 
“the stench of rascality and _ cor- 
ruption with the gangs of henchmen 
and grafters forming the rings be- 
came so open and apparent that the 
petition was filed and subsequent- 
ly turned down.” 

“If the attorneys had been lis- 
tened to for the past ten years the 
rings and combinations could not 
have existed and the $1,000,000 or 
more garnered in by the bunco 
men and con men might have been 
saved to the victims and Atlanta’s 
troubles and reputation saved.”

AERO CLUB ISSUES; 


REVISED RULES FOR 
GREAT AIR EVENT 


New York, March 22.—Revised 
rules for the international air races 
to be held at Selfridge field, Mount 
Clemens, Mich., on September 8, 9 
and 10, will include classes for all 
kinds of planes, the Aero Club of 
America announced today. There 
will be four races. 

Cash prizes aggregating $10,000 


will be awarded. The principal event 
is the race forthe Pylitzer trophy, a 
free-for-all contest, for high-speed 
planes capable of 140 miles an hour, 
It will be four laps around a closed 
course of 40 miles. The contest was 
first held last Thanksgiving at 
Mitchell field, Long Island. 

The other races are for commer- 
cial planes, of large capacity, capa- 
ble of 75 miles; for lighter capacity 
planes, capable of 80 miles, and for 
observation planes. 

Entries must be filed before Au- 
gust 1, at the Aviation Country 
Club of Detroit, under whose aus- 
pices the races will be flown. Pilots 
must be licensed under the Federa- 
tion <Aeronautique internationale, 
and registered by the Aero Club of 
America.

Fourteen Professors and 
Boys Are Hurt While at 
Work in Pharmacology 
Laboratory. |

™ Fourteen students and instructors 


were injured and approximately thir- 
ty more sustained minor injuries 
when an explosion occurred at 10 
o'clock Tuesday morning in the 
Pharmacology laboratory of Emory 
university, wrecking the department. 

One student was thrown out of 
a window and another thrown 
against a chandelier on the ceiling 
by the violence of the concussion. 

The injured, all of whom will 
recover, are:

Dr. A. Richard Bliss, head of the 
pharmacology department, left leg 
fractured and hand cut; Dr. M. F. 
Brown, instructor, back and left leg 
sprained, cuts on face and hands; 
W. J. Davis, arm and ankle frac- 
tured, forehead cut; J. Boswell, of 
Greensboro, Ga., scalp cut and leg 
sprained; Benjamin Huey, Birming- 
ham, Ala., dislocated ankle; M. A. 
Hubert, Athens, leg wounded; B. C. 
Adams, Thomaston, Ga., dislocated 
ankle; Earle Sellers, Atlanta, sprain- 
ed ankle and general shock; Sam 
Anderson, left hand cut: S. C. Rut- 
land, LaGrange, Ga., face and head 
cut and leg sprained; James C. 
Pegues, Scottsboro, Ala., head cut, 
leg sprained; W. O. Arnold, Dev- 
ereaux,~Ga., head cut; E. L. Evans, 
Bon Air, Ga., sprained ankle, face 
cut; G. W. Murphey, Wallace, N. C., 
left ankle sprained.

Acceptance of the 
invitation, which will take Mr. Har- 
ding out of Washington for the first 
time since his inauguration and to 
New York for the first time since 
before his nominafion for the presi- 
dency last June, was made known to 
the white house after Dr. Santos A. 
Dominici, the Venezuelan minister, 
had called at the executive offices. 

President Harding has had the 
invitation under consideration for 
several weeks, it having been ten- 
dered to him while at St. Augustine. 
Fla., by John Barrett, former direc- 
tor general of the Pan-American 
union. He is understood to have 
looked upon it favorably from the 
first as an opportunity to bespeak 
the friendship of his administration 
for the republics of South and Cen- 
tral America and to outline possibly 
the policy of his administration on 
questions involving Latin-America.

GUNGRESS CALLED 
FOR APRIL ELEVEN 


Washington, March 22.—A forma) 
call for“an extra session of con- 
gress, to meet on April 11 and re- 
ceive legislative recommendations 
from the new administration, was 
issued today by President Harding. 


None of the specific problems to 
be laid before the legislative branch 
were named in the .proclamation. 
the president merely declaring that 
an extraordinary occasion requiréd 
that congress convene “to receive 
such communication as may be 
made by the executive.’ 

Mr. Harding already has indicated. 
however, that the tariff and taxa- 
tion will be foremost in his mes- 
sage to the special session. He is 
expected to make a special plea for 
Prompt relief to the nation’s agri- 
cultural interests, and the list of 
recommendations may touch many 
other subjects such as the railway 
situation, the merchant marine and 
immigration. 

One recommendation relative to 
reconstruction measures within the 
government machine itself is ex- 
pected to suggest the creation of a 
weneral commission to dispose of 
many kinds of property acquired by 
qoveramens agencies during the war. 

hether the message will t&@uch on 
foreign relations is a matter of-spec- 
ulation, but the president: has indi- 
cated that his primary desire for 
the session is that it work out a 
plan of governmental and industria] 
rehabilitation at home. 

A program for the session has 
been diseussed at a series of con- 
feernces between the president and 
leaders in the senate and house and, 
although definite decisions still are 
to be made, a feeling of confidence 
is manifest that there will be a 
working agreement that will expe- 
dite legislative business from the 
start. 

Some of the president’s friends 
believe he will follow the custom 
of President Wilson in delivering 
his message to congress in person. 
It was said tonight at the white 
house, however, that no decision on 
that detail had been reached.

FORU.S. LAUNCHED 


Camden, N.J., March 22.—The su- 
per-dreadnaught Colorado, the larg- 
est and most powerful battleship 
ever built on the Delaware river, 
was launched at the New York Ship- 
building corporation yard here at 
12:42 p. m. today. The great fight- 
ing machine was sponsored by Mrs, 
Ruth Nicholson Melville, of Denver, 
daughter of United States Senator 


Samuel D. Nicholson, of Colorado. 
Theodore Roosevelt, assistant see- 
retary of the navy, and Senator 
Nicholson stood by the sponsor 
when she smashed the bottle of 
mineral: water from Colorado 


against the prow of the giant hull 
as it began to recede into the Dela- 
ware. Surrounding them was a 


large party of guests of the build- 
ers, including meartfrs of congress 
from different parts of the coun- 
try. and below them were thou- 
sands of other persons who cheer- 
ed when the 16,000 tons of steel sped 
down the ways. 

The Colorado will have a full load 
displacement of 33.600 tons. With 
the Maryland, already launched at 
Newport News, Va., the Colorado, 
and the Washington and the West 
Virginia, all authorized in 1916. will 
form the most powerful battleships 
in the American navy. The main 
armament will consist of eight*16- 
inch guns, and the secondary bat- 
tery_will have fourteen 56-inch rap- 
ng oh guns. 

he Colorado will have an over- 
all length of 624.6 feet. The ship 


will be electrically driven and will 
have 28,000-horsepower.
